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Continuation of 10. Other: The additional claim language "the short message is a character message received from a base station 
servicing the handset" fails to overcome the previous rejection which relies on the use of a pager to send short text messages. Schwelb, 
for example, relies upon short message terminals to service the mobile stations (col. 2-3). This was also addressed previously (paper 
#15, page 5) when it was pointed out when rejecting claim 7 that the message may be stored until delivery to the handset is confirmed 
indicating that it is obvious for a base station to store short messages to be delivered to the user's handset..
